Benjamin W. Richards, Mayor of Phila-
delphin In 1830 and 1331, and Robert T,
Conrad, whe ocoupied the Chief Magis-
tracy imunediately preceding the consoli-
dation of the city in 1864, had their doml-
elle In Glrard street.

The Stephen Clrard Bullding at the
southeast corner of 12th street marked
the fArst change in the aspect of the bulld-
Ings flanking the south side of the streot
This was in 1808, Many of the older
tenants of the gresat houses below the
corner had departed before that desecra-
tlon began. In their stend had come
many cluby, among them the Engincers
and Travelers' Proteotlve Association, The
New Century Cooking School and Club,
nt 1118, was the first of these. Tha
Philadalphia Real Estate Board at 1114
wis the last. All hiave sought other quar-
turs, for every one of the 12 origlnal
houses remaining I8 to come down in o
fow doym.
